Thus far it

as to being under the law’s provisions. 
The Spencer bill seeks 
to m ake the 
law m andatory on all counties having 
a population of 20.000 or more where 
such counties do not have a city there- i 
in which has a sealer. 
Now 671,409 
persons are protected by the law. For- j 
ty -three counties would be brought un 
-1 
der the law. 
In his complete report on the opera-1 
tion of the law for the last y ear, Mr. 1 
Barnard shows that his twelve inspec- ) 
tors in cities condemned 1,594 meas- ] 
ures, out of a total of 12,322 examined. 
Forty per cent of the liquid and dry 
m easures examined by the in specto rs; 
w er# found illegal during the y ear, and 
in many instances the percentage was 
affected by the fact that the cities had 
been under the surveillance of inspec­ 
tors for several y ears, thus “cleaning 
up” the various situations to a great 
extent 
Tn several cities of the state, 
where the inspection of weights was 
first tried this y ear, the percentage 
of illegal weights and m easures found 
ran higher than 60 per cent. 


To C urta il W o m e n ’s Pluma ge . 
W omen who w ear the brilliant wings 
of birds on their hats will he deprived 
of this ornam ent if a bill introduced 
in the house by Representative Voris 
becomes a law. 
“No part of the plumage, skin or 
body of any wild birds other than spar­ 
rows. crows, hawks or other birds of 
prey , or of any such birds coming 
from out the state, shall be sold or 
held in possession for sale,” the bill 
provides. 
The prohibition of aigrettes will not. 
however, extend 
to the plumes of 
paradise birds or ostriches, if the bill 
Is passed, and neither does it apply to 
gam e birds shot in season. 
A fine of 
not less than $5 and not more than $25 
Is the penalty for violation of the pro­ 
posed statute. 
Senator R. H. Jackson's bill to sub­ 
stitute electrocution for hanging in 
Indiana was acted on favorably by the 
senate judiciary committee, which also 
reported favorably on Senator Clarke's 
housing bill, which is supported by 
Mrs. Albion Fellows Bacon. The way s 
and means committee of the house 
agreed to report favorably on the Cra 
vens bill appropriating $75,000 for the 
representation of Indiana at the San 
Francisco exposition, and 
favorably 
on 
the 
Kellams 
hill, appropriating 
$1,500 for the maintenance and care 
of the plot where Nancy Hanks is 
buried. 
W om e n Los e Be ne fit by One Vote . 
A bill for giving married women 
m ore freedom in the making of legal 
contracts was passed and then lost in 
the senate, although Senator Gavit a 
Bull Moose senator, tried to change hi s 
vote from no to ay e, and thus save it. I 
The m easure was championed by j 
Senator Stotsenburg, its author, when 
It came up for third reading. 
He said 
m arried women are now unjustly ham ­ 
pered in the making of contracts, par­ 
ticularly ill regard to their own lands, 
which contracts must be signed by the 
husbands. 
The husband can make a 
contract regarding his own land, and \ 
a wife should he able to do the same. 
Senator Stotsenburg said. 
The roll i 
clerk, on recording the vote, annonnc-; 
ed 26 ay es and 19 noes, and the lieut­ 
enant governor declared the bill nass- 
ed. 
This caused a skirmish among 
several attorney s who opposed the | 
bill, and 
t he y found that there were 
only twenty -five ay es on the roll. 
Sen- 
\ 
ator Hauck called this to the attention 
of Lieutenant Governor O’Neill, say ­ 
ing that the bill was lost on account j 
of the lack of a constitutional major- j 
ity . 
Senator Stotsenburg persuaded j 
Gavit to change his vote, but the lieut 
-1 
enant governor ruled that it was too j 
late. 
Fore s try As s oc ia tion Bill. 
The senate passed the Indiana For­ 
estry association bill by a vote of 40 
ay es and 
2 noes. 
Its purpose is to 
encourage the planting and growing of 
trees in Indiana, and it carries with it 
no appropriation 
or 
tax 
proposals, 
merely providing that the people in 
various localities of the state may 
form voluntary associations for the 
purpose of m aintaining forests and 
receiving gifts and funds. 
The house committee on roads split 
on the Dougherty bill, which seeks to 
repeal the three-mile road law. A m a­ 
jority of the committee was in favor of 
the indefinite postponem ent of the bill, 
but Kauffman, Pierce and Perry Davis 
signed a minority report in favor of 
the passage of the bill. 
The commit­ 
tee recommended for passage the Mil­ 
ler bill, which would prohibit the use 
of the public righway s for the testing 
of automobiles and motorcy cles.

INAUGURAL RECEPTION 


Anolhs r Crimp Pul In Pla ns 


for Ma rc h 4 . 


W ashington. Jan. 25.—The induction 
into office of Woodrow Wilson will be 
m arked by no inaugural reception. 
The 
Democrats of the 
senate 
are 
charged 
with 
the 
responsibility 
of 
blocking the suggested public recep­ 
tion, which was to be a substitute for 
the inaugural ball. 
Mr. Wilson’s in­ 
auguration will be m arked by Demo­ 
cratic simplicity . 
There rem ains now 
only the inaugural parade, and some 
of the W ashington people are fearful 
that this may be eliminated. 
W hile the senate Democrats indi­ 
vidually and collectively assum e the 
responsibility of blocking the public 
reception, the fact is that Governor 
Wilson is indirectly charged with this, 
also. 
His statem ent at Trenton that 
he would be “ perfectly content” to 
have the reception cut out is believed 
to have caused the Democrats in cau­ 
cus to vote against the use of the cap- 
itol building for a reception. 
The idea was to have the reception 
in the rotunda of the capitol, and if 
necessary open some or all of the pri­ 
vate offices, committee rooms and pri­ 
vate halls of the two houses of con­ 
gress in order to accommodate the 
crowds, but Governor Wilson did not 
encourage this suggestion, and the 
senate Democrats forthwith decided 
against the reception.

Bra ndt in view of the fa ct tha t the 
most ha rdened crimina l with unending 
felonies to his credit could not ha ve 
received a longer term. 
Ip-a ndt wa s convicted of robbing the 
home of Mortimer L. 
Schiff. 
with 
whom he ha d formerly been employed 
a s va let. 
In a n ea rly petition for ex­ 
ecutive clemency he protested inno­ 
cence a nd uttered a sca nda lous story. 
In ids fina l petition the young ma n 
confessed guilt in the most a bject ma n­ 
ner. 
retra cted his sca nda lous sta te­ 
ments a nd merely plea ded tha t his 
sentence wa s too long. 


S e n a t o r N e lso n a Benefactor. 
Sena tor Kniite Nelson of Minnesota 
ha d been enlisted to a id the young 
convict’s plea for pa rdon, a greed to 
get Bra ndt a job a mong good people 
in Minnesota , pa y bis e xp e n s e s there 
a nd see tha t he ha d a nother sta rt in 
life. 
Bra ndt left with the sena tor, 
ea rnestly promising to lie honest a nd 
upright in future. 
Foulke E. Bra ndt, or La wrence de 
Foulke, a s be sometimes ca lled him 
self, wa s employed by Mortimer L. 
Schiff, the son of .J a cob Scliiff, a t his 
country pla ce a t Oyster Ba y in the 
summer of 11XXJ. 
He wa s discha rged, 
but wa s la ter re-enga ged a nd rema in­ 
ed in Mr. Schiff’s employ until Feb. 11. 
19 07. when lie wa s a ga in discha rged 
on the ground tha t be ha d written a n 
impudent letter to Mrs. Sebiff. 
About a month la ter he entered the 
Schiff home, a t 9 32 Fifth a venue, a nd 
la ter wa s a ccused by Mr. Schiff of a s 
sa uiting him with a nlnepiu.

A RENEWAL OF WAR 


New Turkish Administration De­ 


vising a Way Out. 


Constantinople, Jan. 25.— (Censored; j 
—The revolu tion which brou ght Mah- 
mou d Shevket into power has taken 
everybody by su rprise, althou gh tis ■ 
instability of the cabinet of Kiamil 
Pasha has long been recognized. 
The 
embassies 
received 
the 
news with 
great disappointment, as it had been 
believed that a peacefu l settlem ent 
was certain. 
There was a violent 
slu mp on the bou rse, as it was feared 
there will be a renewal of the war. No­ 
body knows precisely what the atti 
tilde of the new cabinet will be toward 
the powers, bu t persons in tou ch with 
the government say that Mahmou d 
Shevket does not despair of his ability 
to avoid a renewal of the war. 
The following accou nt is now given 
of what happened when the resigna­ 
tion of the Kiamil cabinet was forced. 
When the dem onstrators headed by 
Enver Bey forced their way into the 
grand vizierate they tried to enter the 
cou ncil chamber, bu t were stopped by 
Nafiz Bey. the aide of Kiamil Pasha, 
who brandished a revolver and tired 
one shot. 
The revolu tionists replied, 
fatally wou nding Nafiz Bey. 
Captain 
Tewfik Bey, a nephew and aide of 
Nazim Pasha, the Tu rkish comander- 
in-chief. then fired a shot and wou nd­ 
ed Mohmed Nodjif, one of the demon­ 
strators, and was immediately shot 
dead. 
Captain Tewfik was a great 
favorite in Per a society. 
Nazim Pasha,’ on hearing the shoot­ 
ing, ru shed from the cou ncil cham ber 
and began to u pbraid the revolu tion­ 
aries, calling them ill-mannered cu rs, 
bu t another shot from the latter stru ck 
Nazim Pasha, who fell dying. 
An 
agent of the secret police and an at­ 
tendant of the Shiek-Ul-Islam were 
also killed. 
These were the only fa­ 
talities. 
The You ng Tu rks leaders professed 
keen regret over the killing of Nazim 
Pasha. 
They say it was qu ite u nin­ 
tentional. althou gh in the excitement 
it was u navoidable. 
His abilities and 
frank character were respected even 
by his political enemies.

W a shln -’on, Jan. 25.—For this ses­ 
sion of emigre. s, and possibly forever, 
the Pu jo investigating committee has 
closed its pu blic hearings. 
The com 
mittee will now u ndertake the draw 
ing of a preliminary report which it ; 
will present to the hou se before the 
expiration of the present congress 
The life of the present committee dies 
on March 1. 
The final hearing of the committee ! 
brou ght forth a notable grou p of wit­ 
nesses—Jam es J. Hill, the railroad 
man; Francis L. Hine, president of the 
F irst National bank of New York, j 
Henry P. Davision of J. P. Morgan & 
Co.; Gardner McLane of Lee, Higgin- 
son & Co., and Robert W indsor of 
Kidder. Peabody & Co. 
The most interesting development ; 
of the day was the presentation by Mr. 
Davison on behalf of J. P. Morgan <x- 
Co„ of a formal answ er to the charge 
that the M 01 
111 hou se is the dom- ; 
inating factor in a “money tru st.” 
Mr. DavDon su bmitted to the com­ 
mittee a statem ent refu ting the charge 
that there is any su ch control of mon­ 
ey and credit and analyzing the tables 
that have been prepared by the com 
m ittee’s experts. 
It was the hardest 
blow the committee has received since , 
it began groping for the “financial j 
octopu s.” 
The investigators declined 
at first to admit the statem ent of the 
record, bu t Mr. Davison promptly gave 
it to the new spaper correspondents. 
Later the committee voted to receive 
it as an argu ment, bu t not as part of 1 
Mr. Davison's testimony. 
The docu ment reviews the infer­ 
ences drawn from the com m ittee’s ta­ 
bles, and sa s in part: 
No su ch con­ 
trol exists, and no su ch dedu ction can 
be properly made from these tables. 
Those who have made su ch dedu ctions 
have fallen into several obviou s e r­ 
rors. 
The great accu mu lation of mon­ 
ey and ere 1 ts in New York is du e in 
part to pu r* l> economic conditions and 
in part to the defects of ou r banking 
system. 
Tf this cou ntry possessed a 
proper and scientific hanking system, 
su ch as is possessed by alm ost e ve ry' 
other civilized nation, interior hanks 
wou ld no longer be obliged to concen­ 
trate their ■reserves’ in New York. 
The banker added that the cou ntry 
“will continu e to be su bject to finan- 
1 eial ills and distu rbances u ntil it pos­ 
sesses a strong and more scientific 
banking and cu rrency system. 
To se­ 
cu re prompt and wise legislation in 
these m atrers, ou r firm and. we be­ 
lieve, bankers throu ghou t the cou ntry 
will, by every means within their pow­ 
er, co-operate with congress.”
